automatically displaying said time sensitive data on a display of said second 
processor-based system at a predetermined tim e; and 

powering said second processor-based svstem usin^ a power source of said first 
processor-based system when said first processor-based system i s powered off.

Claim 11 (Previously Presented): The article of claim 10 farther storing instructions 
that cause the first processor-based system to automatically transfer timed alerts. 

Claim 12 (Previously Presented): The article of claim 8 further storing instructions that 
cause the second processor-based system to automatically provide an audible alert at [[a]l the 
predetermined time. 

Claim 13 (Previously Presented): The article of claim 8 further storing instructions that 
cause the first processor-based system to provide real time clock information from said first 
processor-based system to said second processor-based system.
